_ The following is the testimony elicited: 

Joux McF sworn.—Saw the three mea 
yesterday (Sunday) on Wells street, ahout 15 or 
20 minutes past 12 o'clock, near corner of Jack- 
son street; two of them had the negro by the side 
and one by the back of the neck; they hauled 
him along the side walk for a considerable dis- 
tance; he got over the fence, they held on to 
; again him 
along « short distance and he got hold of a tree; 
they pulled him away and one struck him acrom 
tthe hand two or three times with a pistol; the 
pegre then struggled and shook two of his asrail- 
vamte off; the three had hold of him at the time 
ope atrack bim with the pistol; the negro shook 
of twe of them and the third held on; the col- 
ored mas fan and one of the gentlemen fired at 
him; could act say whether the man who fred 
was the one whe strock the negro with the pistol;
